ious disease that cattic, sheep and 
other grazing animals can ave d an 
infection to which humans are sus- 
ceptible. The infectious disease also 
attacks horses, goats and hogs. d 


"One of the things that makes thís 
outbreak so serious is that Man 19 
highly susceptible to the infection 
through eontact with disease animals,” 
County Agent Howard Simmons said 
vesterday. It may be transmitted by 
the hair, hides, or by such objects as 
soil or dust which have become con- 
taminated, he explained, 


"In animals it is an epidemic disease 
(and often wipes out entire herds. It 
is very difficult to kill the germ either 
‚Бу drying or boiling. Domestic ani- 
mals have been known to acquire an- 
thrax by grazing above spots where 
animals dying of the disease had been 
buried three years before," he maid. 

The germ multiplies very rapidly, es- 
pecially in the blood, where it pro- 
duces the poisonous substances causing 
death. The germs are commonly taken 
jin with food or water, although they 
may gain entrance to the system 
through wounds. 


When in the form of spores, the 
germs resist heat, cold and most dis- 
infectants, and may live in the soil 
for years, It is found that lowlands, 
especially those having a muck soil, 
are more likely to be infected than 


higher land with .dry soil, and cattle 


and sheep pastured on lowlands are 
more likely to contact anthrax than 
those in different pastures. 


Fields containing stagnant pools are 
especially infectious, Simmons said. 


Human infection from contact with 
diseased livestock is of frequent oc- 
currence, It may enter the body 
1 through cuts, and commonly appears 
on the face or arms as large car- 
buncles, Germs in the air may at- 


,tack the respiratory system, and those 

in infected food, the intestines, 
The disease is often fatal to humans, 

jand when it is suspected, a physician 


should be consulted at once, the

Human beings have no natural im- 
jmunity to the disease, he said, and

Hours passed, with more and more 
citizens joining the search. Every avail- 
able light in the community was focus- 
ed on the water and dozens of bouts 
and hundreds of men crowded 
water and pier in the search. 

It was nearly midnight when the 
search ended. Two members of the 
American Legion, John Rutherford Jr. 
and Henry Osoinach, recovered the 
body of the child about 40 feet north 
of the city pier between the third and 
fourth platforms, where is is assumed 
Robbie must have gone down the steps 
into the water unseen by members of 
the group.
